JOHN P. DOBEREINER of the faculty of education attended a 
meeting of the British Columbia Indian Advisory Committee in Nanaimo 
November 15. The topics under discussion were general and vocational 
education. 


A committee has been formed here to encourage participation 
in "Operation Crossroads Africa"; the scheme gives undergraduates and 
teachers from North America an opportunity to spend a summer working 
with Africans in areas under development. Further information is 
available from committee members: PROFESSOR NEIL SWAINSON (department 
of economics and political science), DR.

A discussion paper on the implications of school libraries 
research for today 1 s teachers and students was presented by PROFESSOR

mentary education. The sessions were held in Banff November 10 to 13, 
under the auspices on the University of Alberta.
